Ila  Frances  Allen  was 
elected  president;  A.  B.  Jones,  vice-president;  Dennis  Johnson,  secretary;  cind  Waylon  Adams, 
treasurer. 

Many  activities  have  been  crowded  into  this  last  year.  One  after  another,  all  major  offices 
have  been  filled,  such  as  those  on  the  Oak  Leaf  Staff,  Annual  Staff,  and  the  Student  Council,  The 
first  really  big  event  was  the  arrival  of  our  rings.  Then  came  parties  and  other  important  events. 
As  we  look  back  over  these  years  we  find  that  they  have  been  worth  the  mishaps  and  hardships 
we  have  experienced  along  the  way.  Now  as  we  go  forth  to  our  careers  our  heads  are  high  with 
hope,  and  our  thoughts  are  filled  with  the  memory  of  all  the  good  times  we  had  at  Four  Oaks  High 
School.

As  I  was  ushered  into  the  church  by  Bruce  Brown,  a  promising  young  attorney,  soft  strains 
of  music  reached  my  ears.  Looking  up,  I  saw  Marjorie  Allen  seated  at  the  organ.  Then  1  looked 
around  and  saw  that  Billy  Ray  Lassiter,  who  had  acquired  the  title  of  "the  most  eligible  bachelor 
in  New  York",  Thomas  Baker,  a  young  artist  already  receiving  the  acclaim  of  the  critics,  and 
Waylon  Adams,  Manufacturer  of  the  famous  "Micky"  midget  cars,  were  busily  ushering  in  guests.
